Eclecticism, Its Present and Its Future. 


F. J. PETERSEN, M. D. 


READ BEFORE THE STATE ECLECTIC MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men and Fellow Practitioners : 

You are all familiar with the early 
history of Eclecticism, and for that 


reason it will not be necessary for me 


to dwell on the past. What we are 
most interested in is the present and 
the future. The present finds us 
equal to any school of medicine in all 
the branches of medical science, and 
far ahead of all others in therapeutics. 
In this latter branch we have made 
rapid strides in advance of other 
schools of medicine. By being broad 
minded, liberal spirited, ready to ac- 
cept truths, no matter from what 
source, we have succeeded in formu- 
lating a system of direct medication, 
which is based on clinical observation, 
careful scientific investigation, and 


has proven to the world its efficiency. 
Direct medication means to act on 


and reach conditions direct; thus cer- 


tain functional or pathological wrongs 
which manifest themselves by certain — 
symptoms are corrected by remedies 
which have been proven by practical 
tests to correct these symptoms and 
thus remove the functional or pathe- 
logical condition that produced these 
symptoms. This is what we call 
direct or specific medication. 

This means that any remedy that 
will correct certain functional or path- 
ological wrongs as stated, is the rem- 
edy to use. Specific medication is 
broad in its scope, it does not specify 
whether we shall use drugs in the pri- 
mary or secondary form only, or both; 
but it tells us to use the remedy that 
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is indicated. Therefore as eclectics 
we should study drugs in their entirety 
and use remedies either in the primary 
or secondary form as may be indicated. 
This is specific medication in its 
broadest sense. | 

The claim made by many of both the 
eclectic and homeeopathic schools, 
that potencies are only homceopathic 
and that any drug used in tincture 
form is not, cannot be substatiated. 
Eclectics use some remedies in poten- 
cies and homceopaths use many rem- 
eddies in tincture form. The claim 
that a drug used in potency is only 
primary is not true. 

A few illustrations of many reme- 
dies that are used for their primary 
effect by eclectics are, echinacea, 
dioscorea, saw palmetto, salix nigra 
aments and many others. This fully 
demonstrates how important it is to 
study drugs in their entirety, both for 
their primary and secondary action. 
As eclectics we choose the best of all. 
‘This does not mean in a haphazard 
way, but on lines laid down by our 


system of direct or specific medica-_ 


tion. With this in mind, giving full 
credit to any drug, no matter if in the 
primary or secondary form, we will 
see the time that eclecticism will carry 
the day. So much for the therapeu- 
tics of our school. 

The question may be asked, and 


perhaps justly so, why, with all their 


advantages in therapeutics, why are 
the eclectics not better known, and 
why have they not come to the front? 

The answer is simple: First, the 
hard workers for our cause have not 
help enough; most of the time they 
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have to fight singlehanded, and even- 
tually get tired of this. 
Second: Too much jealousy and 


petty quarrels result in lack of har- 


mony. 

Third: As a school we are too 
backward and lack the spirit needed 
to maintain enthusiasm. Many de- 
sert us because we are in the minority 
and for this reason only. Others are 
afraid to let the world know that they 
are eclectics. If we are afraid to tell 
the public that we are eclectics how 
cam we ever expect to get the credit 
due us? 

Fourth: Not enough attention paid 
to legislation. © 

Fifth: Last but not least, lack of 
business tact and methods. 

To make a success of any organi- 
zation these points are essential. We 
should never be caught sleeping, to 
give the dominant school a chance to 
take advantage of us. 

We must go more into politics, have 
able men guard our interests at every 
session of the legislature. Not this 


_alone—we should not miss any oppor- 


tunity to get eclectics elected to 1m- 
portant public offices. Bring our men 
to the front, and keep it up. 

We are too timid, too anxions to 
please others, too anxious to com: 
promise. Always bear in mind that 
the dominant school is ready to use 
force if they dare, to carry their point. 
If not, they are alway ready and will!- 
ing to resort to methods of apparent 
friendship to carry their points, and, 
I am sorry to say, only too often suc- 
ceed by this latter method. 

Some years ago under pretense oi 
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protecting our medical schools in this 
State, they wanted a joint board; but 
they must have five on the board and 
the eclectic and homceopathic schools 
each only two. Many a time since, 
have eclectics regretted that they sub- 
mitted to this friendly (?) offer of the 
oldschool. They should have known 
better, and this should be a lesson not 
to be forgotten in the future. 

Not this alone, but they have mo- 
nopolized the Affiliated College, which 
is a State institution; one in which 


all schools of medicine should be rep- | 


resented equally. 

The constitutions of the United 
States and the State of California do 
not recognize any special sect or creed, 


but regardless of this only one sect is > 


represented and recognized in the 


Affiliated Colleges, and that is the 
allopaths. 


Shall we lie idle and look 
on, or shall we take steps to assert 
our rights? 

If justice is done, all well and good. 
If not, the State admits that it recog- 
nizes only one sect. If it only recog- 
nizes the allopaths in State institutions 
what right have they to admit to 
practice eclectics and homeeopaths ? 

We, as a school, are in justice en- 


entitled to equal representation in the 


Affiliated Colleges as well as the allo- 
paths and should see that justice is 
done our school of medicine. 

It was not my intention to speak of 
the past, but find it necessary to do 
so in thisinstance. I am told, and 
believe it is true, that the California 
Medical College at one time was the 
largest and most prosperous college 
on the coast. Since then wonderful 


‘prosper? 


changes have taken place in some 
directions. The Cooper Medical Col- 
lege is today a large institution. The 
Homeeopathic College has gradually 
worked up until they have succeeded 
in building a modern college building 
and now have besides this a one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollar hos- 
pital. Other colleges have sprung — 
up and most of them prosper. _ 

Does our California Medical College 
Have they an up to date 
modern building? It is with regret 
that I have to answer these questions 
in the negative. The graduates of 
the California Medical College are 
amongst the most successful prac- 
titioners in the State, which shows 
that we have able teachers and that 
in that direction have every reason to be 
proud of our institution. Regardless 
of all this a change must be made, 
and that soon, if we want to see our 
college prosper. When I saya change 
must be made, I mean that new, up 
to date business methods have to be 
adopted or failure will stare us in the 
face. 

An institution of this nature at the 
present needs backing and to have the 
appearance of prosperity. This can 
only be done by a modern up to date 


college building and enlarged hospital 


facilities. Are the eclectics of this 
State willing to let eclecticism and 
this college go to the wall ? 

Or are they ready to assist in form- 
ing a corporation in which every 
eclectic in the State will be a share- 
holder? Are they ready to go ahead 
in earnest and work for our cause by 
helping to increase the attendance at 
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the California Medical College and 
boost eclecticism? Will they assist 
in finding ways and means of reach- 
ing people of means and rich philan- 
thropists who may be induced. to help 
our cause? If you will assist in this 
matter success is ours. If you refuse 
or lie idle, results can be foreseen. 

Remember that divided we may 
fall; united we can and will stand. 

Now as to the question of merging 
as advocated by a few eclectics. At 
the present time and under present 
conditions this would be a dangerous 
move. It would simply mean the 
absorption of the eclectic and homceo- 
pathic schools by the old school. Con- 
trary to any and all claims this would 
be the natural result. 

The eclectic and homeeopathic 
schools are so closely related that it is 
to the interest of both schools to work 
in harmony, for the welfare and pro- 
tection of both; still this should not 
mean merging. If evera time should 
come for merging there is only one 
safe way and this is to have a national 
law obliging all State medical univer- 
versities and all medical colleges to 
teach eclecticism, homceopathy and 
allopathy. This by equal represen- 
tation of all schools of medicine. 
Before this could ever be done an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States would be necessary. If 
this should ever come to pass the new 
school would have to go under the 
name of Affiliated College or any 
name true to the combination. As 
this change in the constitution of the 
United States seems to be out of the 
question, the question of merging is 
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one not to be considered. Therefore 
as eclectics we should paddle our own 
canoe. We should not be idle, but 
work for the best interest of eclec- 
ticism. 

Our system is the system of the 
future, whether we merge or not; be- 
cause the system that is broad in its 
scope, that which chooses the best 
from all, must always remain; and I 
hope in name as well. 

Let us all join hands in the effort 
to get a large, modern up to date 
college building and hospital. By 
getting all the live eclectics on the 
coast interested as stated, we can and 
will succeed. If we fail in this it will 
be our own fault, and looking forward 
I can well ask the question: What 
will the future be ? 

Since the above was written one of 
the greatest accidents in history has 
resulted in laying in ruins the greater 
part of the city of San Francisco, not 
excepting our college. We now find 
it a positive necessity to build a col- 
lege and there should be no delay. 
Much as I should like to see the new 
college in San Francisco, which has 
been the home of our California Med- 
ical College so long, before submitting 
to abandoning the plan of building, or 
to building a small college, we should 
look around and see if there is any 
suitable city in the State of Califor- 
nia that could and would offer in- 
ducements to make success sure. We 
cannot afford to start out on the old 
line, as it would only be a waste of 
time and money. The building must 
be modern and up to date, wherever 
it is built. 
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Right here I wish to call your at- 
‘ention to the fact that just now is 
‘he time to put in good work. 

After the great disaster in the city 
of San Francisco many friends of 
eclecticism would respond to our call 
who otherwise would not have done 
so. Many arich philanthropist and 
believer in eclecticism will now re- 
spond if confronted with the facts 
who otherwise or later would never 


think of assisting in the matter. For 
these very reasons we should strike 
while the liberal spirit prevails. 

With proper management we will 
also succeed in getting most of the 
eclectics of the coast interested finan- 
cially in the matter. So let us work 
in harmony—go ahead in earnest and 
the day will soon dawn when we can — 
say that the new California EcLEcTIC 
Medical College is completed. 


Leprosy, Its Causes Treatment and Cure. 


THEODORE JUDSON HIGGINS. 


F late we have had our attention 
called to some newspaper clip- 
pings in which Dr. Isador Dyer, of 


~ New Orleans, is accredited with some 


remarkable cures of leprosy through 
the administration of salicylate of 
sodium ; and again our attention was 
called to a statement made by a New 
York physician who seemed to be 
throwing discredit upon the work of 
Dr. Dyer. Now we wish to reiterate 
that we have known for twelve years 
‘hat a preparation of methyl sodium 
salicylate in a saponaceous base (used 


in the hot bath as we directed in one 


of our previous papers in this Journal! ) 
i's invaluable in the treatment of all 
cases of leprosy whether they are tu- 
vercular or anzesthetic, or maculo- 
anesthetic, or anzestheto-maculo- 
‘ubercular leprosy. Just so that it is 
leprosy use the preparation mentioned 
n the daily bath and beneficial re- 
sults will follow; we do not claim that 


it alone will cure, but it will materi- 
ally assist in effecting an absolute 
cure in connection with indicated in-— 
ternal medication. Internally we 
would use this drug cautiously and 
would not use it unless we had the 
specific indications, and the specific 
indications are a broad full leaden or 
purplish colored tongue with spots — 
where the fur is detached from the 
surface thereof. In these cases there 
will be a marked tendency to anky- 
losis of the smaller joints with marked 
deformity due to contractures of the 
tendons and muscular structures as a 
result of the perversion of nervous 
impulses and, of course, it is needless 
to say that the capillary vessels are 
occluded (in the structures thus af- 
fected) by caseous material, previ- 
ously evolved in the tubercular form- 
ation, which is seen! upon the backs 
of the hands, the dorsum of the feet, 
which contributes to and is really the 
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cause of the leonine expression of the 
countenance in cases of tubercular 
leprosy. In fact the very presence of 
this caseous material in the blood 
stream shows that there is an abortive 
attempt on the part of the normal 
forces to eliminate these deposits and 
under these circumstances the methyl 
sodium salicylate administered inter- 
nally in one to five grain doses every 
four to six hours will render these de- 
posits more soluble and will increase 
the activity of the kidneys. It lique- 
fies these toxablumins and to a cer- 
tain extent overcomes their poisonous 
action, and further, through its dis- 
tinct germicidal influence it materially 
assists in overcoming this phase of 
the disease expression. This thera- 
peutic agent is always valuable in 
the daily bath and in occasional cases 


is without a peer when administered 


internally. It is positively contra 
indicated internally if there is a ten- 
dency towards a tubercular condition 
of the lungs (though it may be used 
advantageously in the bath even in 
these cases) as pulmonary hemorr- 
hage is liable to result in these cases. 


We would also caution against the 


internal administration of this remedy 
if there is tubercular nephritis present 
as it will surely hasten the end and 
increase the misery of the patient if 
this were possible. In the above 
conditions we recommend the daily 
bath in the preparation as previously 
suggested, and internally when the 
tongue looks like meat that is just 
about to spoil, we administer spec. 
baptisia in ten drop doses four to six 
times on alternate days in full glass 
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of water with the following on alter- 
nate days: 

R Spec. thuja occidentalis, 1 oz. 
Spec. echinacea ang. I OZ. 
Aquaet glycerin, qs. 6 OZ. 

M Sig. Teaspoon half-full four to 
six times on every alternate day with 
glass of water. 

There is usually a marked enlarge- 
ment of the spleen and chronic en- 
darteritis and chronic hepatic engorge- 
ment together with a severe chronic 
catarrhal condition of the mucous 
lining of the colon and small intes- 
tines. Theabove treatment will cause 
marked improvement of the intestinal 
mucosa and will stimulate the liver 
to increased activity increasing eli- 
mination and improving the nutrition 
thereof, relieving the engorgement of 
the liver cells and will cause the 
gradual absorption of the thickened 


walls of the endarteries in the spleen. 


This organ will gradually come to 


its normal size and the normal func- §& 


tion thereof will be reestablished. 
Lastly, I want to say that if Dr. 


Isadore Dyer is recommending the 


sodium salt of salicylic acid that 
where indicated I most heartily in- 
dorse his views as it will give prompt 
results when not contra-indicated in- 
ternally and can be used with marked 
benefit in the daily bath in all cases 
even where contra-indicated intern- 
ally and will give good results. 
Zo be continued.

There may be rheumatism 
with painful swelling of a part, or 
nephritis with puffiness of the cellular 
tissue of the eyelids or ankles, or 
synovitis with swelling of any joint, 
especially of the knee, and this rem- 
edy used rightly will not disappoint 
the prescriber. 

The following cases will illustrate 
the use of the remedy : 

Mrs. L., age 65, weight 210 pounds, 
family history good, never had been 
sick. When 61 years of age, became 
short of breath on walking or going 
upstairs. Her legs began to swell 
until the cedema reached her waist. 
Could not le down at night, but slept 
in an arm chair for the last five 
months. 

Owing to her medical attendant 
leaving the city, I was called to see 
her, in order that when she dies, the 
law can be complied with by me. 


However, on being appealed to to 


give her some relief, prescribed sp. 
apocynum, in one drop doses every 
three hours ; also thialion in one drm. 
doses three times daily in cup of hot 
water; sp. strophanthus, five drop 
doses twice daily was also prescribed 


owing to valvular lesions and irregu- 
lar pulse. Urine contained an enor- 
mous quantity of uric acid, sp. gr. 
10-30; diet consisted of milk and 
other light nutritious food. She im- 
proved slowly and with slight varia- 
tion in the treatment and diet, she 
could attend to her household duties 
again after six months on the above 
medication. During a period of two 
years from my first call, she still sticks 
to her apocynum. 

Mr. B., age 74, contractor and house 
builder, was never sick, drank whisky 
all his life but not to excess, com- 
plained of shortness of breath and 
swollen legs and was very weak; 
appetite poor, bowels regular, heart 


enlarged and intermittent, urine nor- 


mal, eyesight failing. 

Prescribed sp. apocynum one drop 
every three hours, and _ strychnine 
arsenate 3-134 gr. three times daily. 
Diet somewhat as in the first case, 
but could not totally deprive him of 
his tipple. In a very short time he 
noticed that his eyesight was better, 
his limbs became smaller, and his 
general health improved so, that he 
took an eastern trip, taking with him 
apocynum. 

Mrs. H., age 35, well developed, 
never had been sick but complained 
lately of failing eyesight, insomnia, 
headache, appetite poor, bowels con- 
stipated, pufhness of lower eyelids 
quite pronounced. Complained also 
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of dizziness and would become un- 
conscious suddenly and remain so for 
about one half-hour at a time; throat 
also became dry and swollen, and 
swallowing was difficult at times. On 
examination, the urine was found to 


be albuminous and contained casts; 


no other organic trouble. A diagnosis 
of interstitial nephritis was made. Sp. 
apocynum and strychnine as in the 
previous case was prescribed and also 
thialion.

Fractures of the head of the radius

The Proper Strength of Adrenalin Solu- 
tions in the Treatment of Hay Fever. 


In the treatment of hay fever with 
Adrenalin Chloride it has been sug- 
gested that weak solutions, frequently 
applied, are apt to yield better results 
than the occasional application of a 
strong solution.

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Furthermore, this is probably nature’s 
method of supplying this vital prin- 
ciple to the healthy human body 
through the agency of the suprarenal 
gland, its constant presence in the 
blood in minute amount being sufh- 
cient to maintain vasomotor equilib- 
rium.
